wound w a s necessa rily poisoned, and that if boil­ 
ing oil were not poured on it the pa tient would 
surely die. 
This, naturally , made the wounded sol­ 
dier s lot a fearful one—until Pai'p came a long and 
discovered tha t the theory was false, and tha t a 
simple healing sa lve would do such a wound far 
moi-e good and ca use infinitely less pain. 
Pare a lso discovered that in making an operation 
the severed arteries could be; tied with fine threads 
to prevent hemorrhages. 
Before that, surgeons had 
a lwa y s used boiling oil for the purpose—a method 
that made an am puta tion such a risky operation 
tha t few pa tients survived it.

The answer is, that when a business depression was threat­ 
ening, Government ex penditures would be increased not merely in 
Neva da, but throughout the country . 
In point of fa ct, the distri­ 
bution of construction throughout the United Sta tes indicates little 
need for geographical mobility of labor. 
Even so, how can such construction give jobs to all who are 
jobless? 
Most of the idle men a nd women ca nnot lay bricks or 
dig ditches. 
That is true. 
But increased ex penditures for public 
works add to the demand for cem ent, steel, lumber, iron, and hun­ 
dreds of other commodities— shovels, trucks, office supplies, archi­ 
tect’s plans, and all the rest. 
For this reason, not all the money 
that is spent on a local job goes into local pay envelopes.

It soon became evident, however, that the 
aims of Chinese Kuomintang and Russian 
Bolshevism could not be harmonized, and 
after much bitterness and bloodshed the 
Communists were thrown out, by a so- 
called “ Purification of the Party Move­ 
ment." 
Meanwhile, China is nominally ruled by 
the successful reformers, though their real 
control does not extend very far from the 
chief cities and the seacoast. 
The desperate situation in which the 
country and its newest government still find 
themselves often give rise to heroic meas­ 
ures of relief. 
Thus, a prohibition law 
has just been passed, differing from that in 
the United States in that it is the smoking 
of opium which is forbidden. 
The president of the Chinese Republic, 
Chiang Kai-shek, recently showed a like 
boldness, in promising to a group of rioters 
that he would allow them to chop off his 
head if he did not succeed within three years in abolishing 
the unfair treaties which the great powers have forced upon 
China in the past. 


Again, when word came in of desperate need for famine 
relief, the new government ordered all officials, civil and 
military, who received at least $200 
a month to contribute 
a month’s salary, and those who received between $10 0 and 
$200, a half month’s salary.

Ezekiel seta forth In the verses of 
thl« loaaon the responsibilities of 
a faithful 
miniater of God. 
He 
presents these things aa the word 
f 
of the Lord coming to him; but 
he is speaking out of his own ex­ 
periences and ideals to all who are 
morally responsible. 
He defines with "great clearness 
the lim its and realities of a man's 
responsibility 
for 
the 
society 
in 
which he lives and for the actions 
of other people. 
The 
individual 
who would be morally and spirit­ 
ually 
right, 
like 
th-i 
watchman 
who would guard the safety of hia 
community, 
has 
responsibilities 
that he cannot shirk. 
The watch­ 
man in the ancient city was an 
important figure. 
In an era when 
attack might come suddenly from 
any quarter, the safety of the com­ 
munity depended often 
upon the 
wariness of the watchman in dis­ 
covering 
quickly 
any 
source 
of 
danger and in giving the alarm. 
Thy 
Brothe r’s 
Ke e pe r 
The message of this lesson is 
that the individual never lives to 
himself, that he cannot limit hie 
\ 
responsibility to his own conduct, 
but that, In so far as hie voice and 
Ijh influence can extort and warn, 
he 
is responsible where he does not 
make his voice heard and hia in­ 
fluence felt. 
Much of this would 
be regarded aa sound doctrine in 
modern pociety. 
The man who saw a theft being 
perpetuated 
and 
did 
nothing 
to 
prevent it, would be regarded aa 
culpably negligent. 
The man who 
saw a house on fire and failed to 
turn in an alarm would be regard­ 
ed as morally, if not legally, on 
much the same plane as a perpet­ 
rator of arson. 
The principle that 
a man is hie brother’s keaper and 
is 
responsible 
for 
many 
actions 
besides his own has become esta b­ 
lished over a fairly wide range of 
life both by law and custom; but 
neither law nor custom have ever 
extended that sense of moral re­ 
sponsibility
